COAL SHORTAGE 


GROWS SERIOUS 
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New York, Jan. 10.— Harry T. 


Peters, chairman of the fuel conser- 
vation committee, has appealed to 
the national fuel administration to 
reconsider its decision refusing, to 
give priroity to coal shipments to 
New York city. 


Mr. Peters asserted today that the 


coal shortage -here was "most desper- 
ate." 
Supply now reaching the city 


is only one-half of what is needed, 
he said, and unless relief comes soon, 
Mr Peters predicted that hundreds 
of industries,, schools and hospitals 
will have to shut down. One hotel 
and 58 schools were closed yester- 
day. 


Since the police department as- 


sumed the task of distributing coal 
to the poor a few days ago, over 
20,000 families have been supplied 
terporarily.

tivefs boards to government agencies. 
Indications are that higher 
wages 


will be asked of the railroad 
ad- 


ministration for nearly all classes 
of labor and the director general 
probably will deal with these de- 
'mands through investigation boards 
designated for the purpose. 


Strikes, it was learned, are not 


contemplated by any 
organization, 


however, and the wage question will 
not be put up to the government as 
actual demands. 


The director general 
announced 


last night that he probably would 
name railroad directors for sections 
of ,the. country "to assist in govern- 
ment operation, but said the -details 
of his plan have not been completed.

What the Staff Does. 


: Every staff has its chief, who cfc

When the staff is important, there is

'men should be absolutely Impregnated 
[with their general's mentality. They 
, should be able to replace him in an 
emergency without disconcerting re- 
sults. To the chief of staff ;ls perma- 
nently delegated the general's own 
'signature, to be affixed by him at dis- 
cretion 
to all papers containing 


neither praise nor blame, decisions nor 
principles. 
! The work of the staff Is divided be- 
•tweeafour departments: 


One charged with keeping for the 


general an up-to-date account of all 
means in men, guns, etc., at his dispo- 
sition, and with seeing to the various 
needs of the troops. 


One charged with gathering infor- 


mation concerning, the enemy. 
! A third charged with everything 
which concerns the training, move- 
ments and operations of troops. 
; A fourth to deal with all matters of 
supply, transport and communication. 


There is also a courier section, 


charged with recording all papers 
•which enter or leave the staff, and 
"with their transmission by motorcycle, 
jautomobile. runners, etc. 


• The part played In large staffs by a 
department is relegated in small staffs 
to a single officer provided with a 
JDumber of-secretaries. 


Everything In Writing. 


It is the general, then, who takes 


the decision, but it Is the staff which 
•presents to him, after careful exam- 
ination and study, the facts of the sit- 
uation, and it Is the staff which at- 
tends to the carrying out of the gen- 
eral's orders. There are certain axi- 
oms to be followed by staff officers In 
this work, which are the result of 
painful experience. Always put ev- 
erything in writing. 
Verbal orders 


jglven in haste should be confirmed 
•as quickly as possible by written or- 
ders. Make it clear to each officer ex- 
actly what he Is to do. 
Avoid all 


Jdonble employ which may give rise to 
'hesitation or to doubt 
Leave as 


'much initiative to subordinates as pos- 
sible. Handwriting should be large 
'and clear; the important words should 
be underlined. Transmission should 
be rapid. It Is often well to send first 
:a very brief written order, followed 
later by the full order, thus giving 
the line officer time to take his Initia- 
tive measures even while waiting to 
learn the details. 
, 


Where General Gets Facts, 


Although different generals have 


different methods of procedure, that 
most commonly adopted is as follows: 


The general, before taking a deci- 


s, which is bhiy possible in an at- 


jmosphere of gaiety and faith: 
; In his relations with subordinate 
j commanders he must be Referential 
jand sincere, seeking to win their con- 
Ifldence by showing them respect and 
.devotion. He will at no time and un- 
jder no circumstances seek to put him- 
•'self ahead of his general or behave 
iin a way which might injure the lat- 
'ter's authority. When he feels that 
;an order is being badly interpreted he 


< should point out the mistake to the 
officer who is responsible, but he 
,'should never seek to correct it hta- 
'self; His reports should be unflinch- 
jingly honest, confining themselves to 
'what is important, and so justly 


i couched that they'might be read even 
;by the person they concerned, frank 
land open, stating facts,, not impres- 
sions, always affirming, never insinu- 
ating. 


Bravery and Coolness. 


During battle the staff officer should 


at all times be brave, without hesi- 
tation, but without boldness. Always 
keeping a cool head, and using it, if 
necessary, to re-establish order, and 
|to-carry out his general's will, of 
'which he is in some sort the incar1 
nation. 
He may be called upon to 


sacrifice his life. No soldier's death 
could be more glorious. 


And in the obscure but essential 


work of his office he should work 
ceaselessly to grasp the mind and will 
of his general; uniting his own will 
with that of his comrades, and Mgor- 
.ously excluding all temptations to be- 
come envious, or to push himself for- 
ward. 
The officers of one staff are 


like the cells of a single brain, and 
the part which each one plays in the 
elaboration of the single idea may not 
be defined. 


Above everything else, the staff offi- 


cer must be Immutably confident' in 
the final victory. It is an old military 
saying that those who do not believe 
in the victory are not capable of or- 
ganizing it. There Is.no more appar- 
ent truth. 


'•French School for Officers. 


I will dose with a rapid summary 


of the methods by which officers are 
at present being trained in the 
French army. Before the war, those 
who desired to become staff officers 
were required to pass a preliminary 
examination which required at least 
two years to prepare. They then had 
two years of special schooling, and 


jVelop their energy, their intellectual 
curiosity, and their morale. They are 
[advised to live together in a constant 
interchange of ideas and experiences, 
the weaker absorbing moral strength 
jfrom the stronger. 


American-Army Needs Them. 


This schooling .lasts a fixed period, 


1 at the end of-which the candidates, di- 
vided Into two ;classes according as 
they are to^serve 6n the staff of a di- 
vision or a brig&de, are attached for 
'a short time to branches of the serv- 
ice with which.they.happen to be un- 
familiar, and for,.another brief - terra 
to some army--or-division staff., Only 
then are they ready to receive an 
appointment to a 'tegular post. 
, Schools of this sort will have to be 
formed sooner or later by the Ameri- 
can army. The biest general in the 
world is helpless without a thoroughly 
'competent staff.

ident Wilson's unexpected support, 
and the eleventh hour indorsement 
of a republican caucus, the woman 
suffrage amendment came up in the 
house today under agreement for a 
final vote before adjournment. 


The president's stand in favor of 


the amendment was announced last 
night after 12 democratic members 
of the house called at the White 
House for advice from the head of 
their party on the 
position 
they 


should take. In a brief statement, 
dictated by the president and made 
public by the delegation, the presi- 
dent advised the congressmen "to 
vote for the amendment as an act of 
right and justice to the women of the 
country and the world " 


A few hours later house republi- 


cans in 
conference 
unanimously 


adopted a resolution urging republi- 
can members to support the amend' 
ment "insofar as they can do so con- 
sistently with their conscience and 
the attitude of their constituents." 


The action of the republicans was 


not wholly unexpected since a large 
majority of the party 
had 
been 


known to favor the amendment but

leaders have insisted for some time 
that the president was with them 
and would tell anybody who asked 
him. In his statement to the dele- 
gation the president said ho had not 
felt at liberty to volunteer advice to 
members of congress on the matter, 
but when they sought it he could be 
frank.

Origin of the Greek Church. 


Apart from theological discussions, 


such as those rising from the addition 
of the words, "and the son," in the 
creed, the separation of the Latin and 
Greek churches may be traced to the 
founding of Constantinople and the 
political division of the Roman em- 
pire, according to a Bible student. 
Ignatius, patriarch of Constantinople, 
had been deposed, and was succeeded 
by Photius, •nho summoned a council 
of the East in 867, and passed sen- 
tence of excommunication on the bish- 
op of Rome. The churches became re- 
united towards the end of the ninth 
century, and remained so until the 
middle of the eleventh century, when 
In 1054 Michael Cerularius, patriarch 
of the East, renewed the condemna- 
tion of the Latin church, and was in 
turn excommunicated by Pope Leo 
IX. Efforts toward 
reunion 
were 


made from time to time, and at Fer- 
rara (1439) the Greek prelates signed 
a decree of union, but were forced 
by the people and clergy to repudiate 
it. Since then the two communions 
have remained separate.

flowed snd destroyed nearly 2,000 vil- 
lages and towns «nd 5,000.000 people.

I had my week-end pass to" Paris a 
week ago Frid^X, afternoon until 
Sunday evening - I saw about all one* 
could see in that 4;ime(i but the .stay 
was not"" long leijpugh. " It~only'cost 
six francs—about t$ 1.15. 
Ordinarily 


in the states thj^fare^for that di 
tance would bewaibout $3.50. 
This 


was second-class^ for there is no dif- 
ference between first and second- 
class, only the price. 
The saying 


goes: that only dukes, fools and 
Americans go first-class. 


"The railroad service is good and 


they have a habit of being nearly al- 
ways on time. Paris is just like New 
York—of course with" a few excep- 
tions. 
~ " 
r ' 
"The electric street car service is 


very good and the subway is as 
good as any city in America. One 
finds women 
conductors 
on the 


trolley and subway; motor-women on 
the cars, but not the tubes. 
They 


have two classes on both, and it is 
best to go first in each case. 


"The eats are good and plentiful. 


I found plentj of sweets—candy, 
cakes, pastry, etc, but" no ice cream. 
There is some, but-I could not find 
it. 
They will run out soon on 


pastry, as the government is cutting 
it out. 


"I put up with several boys in my 
barracks at a hotel operated by the 
Y. M. C. A. for the-service. men. The 
room only cost seven francs for two 
nights; meals were excellent. There 
are plenty of places of interest in the 
city and are worth seeing. I bet it 
is a very pretty place in the summer. 
The streets are full of uniformed 
men—French, British, 
Canadians, 


Australians, and our men. 


"Around our schools here the 


country is very muddy. The men 
are inclined to have a good many 
colds; rubber boots have been is- 
sued. 
I have been in good health 


and am again getting fat and 
'saucy.' 
I have an interesting time 


talking with the New York and Con- 
necticut men here. 
I went to the 


parish "church this morning. It is a 
large affair and very quaint as they 
all are. but so differently built. 


"We are all kicking about no re- 


ceipt of mail. We have had rumors 
of tbe regiments moving, possibly 
that inconveniences the mail clerks 
somewhat. 
For the. most part the 


work the boys are getting at the 
schools is very hard and tbe instruc- 
tors are craming. 
My school in- 


volves considerable technical work in 
electricity, and I believe it is as 
tough as the rest are. 


"We don't know for sure whether 


we are going back to our companies 
or not, but will have to act as in- 
structors wherever we go. 
We sus- 


pect they are sending great numbers 
of troops over but could not tell 
even if we knew for sure. 


"We have an hour of close order 


drill each morning before school, 
and the idea is to improve the 
smartness of our drill. We have im- 
proved a great deal over what we 
have been doing.

British sergeant-major of the Cold- 
stream Guards, who is an expert 
instructor.

"I have been wondering where

AND WAR SAVING 


The government has failed upoi 


the schools of the nation lor a ver. 
real service. 
Two billion dollar 


worth of Thrift stamps are offeree 
for sale to the. people of the nation 
before 
January 
1. 
1919. 
The 


school 
children 
and 
teachers

Ohio are asked to purchase $6.000, 
000 worth of these stamps. Newarl 
schools' quota is 130.000. Superin 
tendent Hawkins will start the New 
ark campaign January 14, accord 
ing to the following plan: 


1—One 
opening 
exercise 
eacl 


week in every school-room shall b 
ghen up to a talk by the teacher or 
someone selected by the teache, upon 
the War Savings or Thrift stamps 
(Must not exceed 10 minutes). 


I 
2—Every teacher shall arrange a 


roll of names of her pupils, and on 


i Friday at 1 D'clock of everv week 
shall call the name of every pupi 
who will answer the 
number 
oJ 


Thrift stamps purchased that week. 


3—The teacher will report the 


total number of savers and the tota 
amount of money invested that week 
by pupils and teacher to the prin- 
cipal. 


4—The principal will report the 


total number ot savers and amount 
purchased by pupils and teachers to 
the office of the superintendent im- 
mediately after the schools close each 
Friday. 


•3—The first report will be made 


on Friday. January IS. and at this 
time pupils and teachers, as their 
names are called, will report the 
total amount at that time invested 
in Thrift stamps. 
Only the addi- 


tional purchases will be reported 
each week thereafter. 


6—Teachers and principals are 


not required but may keep Thrift 
stamps for salei to pupils. 


7—The aim is that every pupil 


and teacher start saving at once bv 
buying a 25-cent Thrift stamp anrl 
obtaining a Thrift card. 


S—The superintendent will tab- 


ulate the amount reported and the 
number of savers, by buildings, and 
the same will be published in the 
daily papers. 


9—This work must be done in a 


minimum of time and in a business- 
like manner. 
For the next year 


teachers will consider it a regular 
part of the school work, to be at- 
tended to with punctuality and dis- 
patch.

reported from weak to week by some 
building,

14—In reporting, the name of no
